There were those who held this 
morning th at a teacher, as a citizen, 
should be able to take part in po­ 
litical activities, be a Democratic 
or Republican committeeman, with­ 
out in any way being censured by 
public opinion as long as his opinions 
were not reflected in his instruc­ 
tion in school.

G R O W IN G SWEET POTATOES 
Sw eet potatoes are an im portant 
crop to round out a full co m p le­ 
m en t of foods for the fam ily. For 
several 
years 
production h as

m ained far below domestic consum p­ 
tion dem ands. Therefore, hom e g a r­ 
deners and small farm ers who ex- j 
pand acreages of sweet potatoes this j 
year 
will likely find 
a p ro fita b le ! 
m ark et w aiting their surplus p r o - 1 
d uction. 
W ell rooted plants m ust be se t out 
th is week In order to have su ffic ie n t1 
tim e to m ature fully before early 
frosts. For no other food crop is 
m ore susceptible to frost Injury th a n 
th e sw eet potato. Not only does a 
lig h t frost kill the tops, but it s e r­ 
iously 
im pairs 
tuber 
flavor 
an d 
quality. These facts em phasize th e 
im portance of .setting out p la n ts In 
plenty of tim e to avoid unusually 
early frosts. 
T h ere are three general types of 
soil which are unsuitable for sw eet 
potatoes—(Ii Shallow or h ard soils

corn borer had done Its work on 
sweet corn the value of th e h arv e st­ 
ed ears was *3.421,531, but the crop 
would have been worth *661.444 m ore 
had the borer not been present to 
destroy a generous portion, the sec­ 
retary added. 
Most of Ute dam age w as from 
Ute corn borer th a t develops two 
generations during the growing se a­ 
son, the survey revealed.

Apparently the rot develops after 
the glowing fru its begin to suffer 
from lack of adequate m oisture. It 
is. in fact, a breaking-dow n of the 
tissues farthest from the stem and 
thereby the first p art cf the fruit 
to be affected. And again the facts 
appear In paradoxes. (It The rot 
may be caused by drought or ex­ 
cess! ve rainfall; (2) It m ay result 
from too m uch nitrogen in the soli 
or too little nitrogen. 
In most cases blosom -end rot a p ­ 
pears when unusually rich soils or 
excessive applications of nitrogenous 
fertilizer stim ulate heavy 
foliage 
growth, thereby resulting in 
the 
fruits being robbed of m oisture re­ 
quirem ents 
by 
tile 
foliage 
Or 
dought may com e, even a few days 
of rainless 
w eather, 
w herein 
the 
fruits suffer for m oisture 
On Hie other hand, when rainfall 


is abnorm ally lieavy or too heavy 
irrigation Is practiced, the soil be­ 
comes saturated with water and the 
tiny feeder rootlets are injured or 
destroyed by the water-logged con­ 
dition. Then, in m uch the sain t m an­ 
ner th at drought causes blossom- 
m d ro t the interrupted circulation 
caused by feeder root injuries brings 
about the cond it ion. 
Of course, excessive nitrogen, ap ­ 
plied eith er in the form of fresh 
stable m anure of com mercial ferti­ 
lizers, will cause blossom-end rot 
through stim ulation of too 
much 
foliage And likewise, a deficiency of 
available nitrogen in the soil gives 
rise to large accum ulations of s ta r­ 
ches and other carbohydrates 
and 
leads to the rot. 
Control Is simple, although pre­ 
vention calls for prom pt and sus­ 


tained attention. First, provide plen­ 
ty of m oisture-holding urganic m a t­ 
ter in the soil pius deep and amp! ' 
drainage. Use a fertilizer m ixture 
am ply balanced with phosphorus and 
be certain the soil is well supplied 
w ith calcium (lime). Mulch tom ato 
plants liberally wlten dry w eather 
arrives after fruits set and pr ae tire 
irrigation by soaking the soil to a 
depth of several Inches each week 
when rainfall is not sufficient to 
m eet th e plant's needs 
If foliage 
Is excessively heavy, strip off some 
of the older and lowest leaves when 
fruits are half grown.

Blossom-Fnd Rot Of Tomatoes 
Blossom-end rot occurs w herever 
tomatoes arc grown. I t Is not a dis­ 
ease within the stric t definition of 
the term , but it is actually a con­ 
dition. usually referred to as a n o n ­ 
parasitic disease. A nd while it is 
classified as a rot, no decay occurs 
unless the broken-dow n tissues axe 
Invaded by bacteria or fungi. T hus 
a disease which Is n o t a disease, a 
rot which does not alw ays cause 
decay—these are a p p a re n t paradoxes 
which m erit study for th eir in te r­ 
est alone, lf not for th e fact th a t 
this condition takes a heavy toll of 
tomatoes. 
Tile rot may ap p ear any 
tim e 
after file fruits are p artly grown. 
In most cases it Ls seen first when 
Hie fruits are o n e-th ird to one-half 
developed. The prim ary evidence is 
a brownish discoloration of a sm all 
arca of the skin n e a r th e blossom 
end. Under favorable conditions for 
I its spread the spot m ay enlarge 
until it covers as m uch as a half 
of the individual fru it’s surface. And 
although the skin over th e affected 
part may become som ew hat sh ru n k ­ 
en and leathery, th ere is no actual
